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INTRODUCTORY 


The year under report is the first complete financial year after the 
partition of Bengal. The demand for timber remained as heavy oh in the 
previous year but the timber trade of coupe purchasers did not flourish 
owing to dislocation of banking facilities, booking restrictions, (*iislonis 
barriers and acute shortage of Railway wagons. In conseciuence, a liug(» 
stock accumulated in the j)ur<rliasers’ dep<»is. The sale of dry and sele(‘tion 
marking coupes in the Buxa Division bad to be postponed. The jmndiaserss, 
however, disposed of a portion of their timber to the Assam Rail Link 
Project and some to the local tea gardens and reduced the outstanding 
revenue against them from Rs. 18,84,881 to Rs. 18,11,508. 

2. The six Post-war Development Projects wliicli were taken in hand by 
the Forest Directorate in previous years wen conlinued tluring the year 
under report. The expenditure in respect of ScluMiie No. 180 — Rehabili- 
tation of existing (loverninent forests. Scheme No. 140 — Training of

CHAPTER I— CONSTITUTION OF STATE FORESTS. 

1. Alteration in Areas (Form No. 7). 

1. Reserved forests. — llie total area of the reserved ?oi*ests at the end 
of the year was 2,649 (2,C48) square miles of which 2,630 square miles Were 
under the Forest Uiree.torate and 19 square miles under other Directorates 
and Departments. 

The proposal for the reserrvation of Doleptdian Ridge in the Kalimpoiig 
Forest Division appertaining to the Crown State and comprising an area of 
344*59 acres, pending in 1947-48, was finaliscMl during the year. An area 
of 8*26 acres of St. Andrews Colonial Home Land was excluded from the 
original proposal and the final notification I^o. 4017For., dated the 22nd 
. I line 1948, declaring 33(r*33 acres as reserved forest was issued and formal 
])ossessi()n of the area w*as taken over. 

2. Protectod forests. — There was no change in the area of the protected 
forests. It was 1 s(iuare mile as in the previous year’s report. 

The ])roposal loi* the transfer of a plot of land measuring ap])roxiniately 
26 46 acres of the Kalimpong Development Area to the (.’inehona Direc- 
torate for a (finchona Research Station at Kalim])ong remained to be settled 
at the close of the year. 

Leased lands. — The area remained at 1,207 sejuare miles as in the 
])rcvious year. 

4. Unclassed State forests.— The area was 3(3) square miles. 

5. The Forest Directorate levied fees on the ex])ort of forest produce 
from 3 square miles of Khas forests in the Jalpaiguri disiric*!. 

6. A few a(‘res of land had been taken up For afforestation in the dis- 
tricts of Nadia and Midnapore pending completion of acquisition proceed- 
ings.

finally settled during the year. A sum of Its. 44,iHir) was paid to khas- 
mahai tenants as (•om])ensation for their crops and houses through the Civil 
authorities during the year. 

9. The proposal for the acquisition of 2-65 scpiare miles of land at 
Arahari in the ijidnapore Division was nol finally settled during the year. 


3. Demarcation (Form No. 9). 

10. Six miles of boundaries of reserved forests were artificially demar- 
cated during th.‘ year at a cost of Rs. The total length of boundaries 

of this class of forests stood at 1,740 miles against 1,740 miles of the previous 
year. Seven hundred and fifty-eight (704) miles of the existing boundaries 
were repaired at a cost of Rs. 9,940 (Rs. 8,717). 

11. Six miles of boundaries of unsettled forests in the Miduai)()re 
Division were artificially dinnarcalcd during fhi‘ year at a cost of Rs. 1,100. 
The total length of houndaries <)f this class of fon‘st stood at 9 (8) miles.

The pereentage of deerease as (‘oinjiared with the average ol' ihe preced- 
ing 3 years was 10. The decrease under “fnjury to forest by fire” was due 
tn favourable climatic conditions, that under “ITiiaiithoriscd grazing^^ and 
“Other offences” was attributed to better patrolling and greater vigilance 
on the part of forest staff. The increase under “TTnauthorised felling” was 
due to more concentration and activity of the subordinate staff.

22. The number of cases disposed of during the year was 2,002 (2,246) 
involving 3,439 (3,602) persons. These include 120 (133) cases pending 
from the previous year; 152 cases remained pending at the close of the 
year. 

23. Cases taken to Court numbered 117 of which 24 cases involving 37 
])erson8 ended in (jonvictiou and 0 cases involving 9 persons in acquittals. 
Eighty-seven cases remained pending at Uie close of the year. The punish- 
ment inflicted was on the whole adequate. 

24. Divisional Forest Otficers compounded 1,963 cases involving 3,384 
persons under seHdioii 68 of the Indian Forest Act, 1927. The total com- 
pensation realised was Its. 21,9.36 which represents Es. 11-2-9 per case and 
Es. 6-7-9 i)€r person as compared with Es. 21,245 or Es. 9-11-8 per case Jind 
Es. 6-1 per person respectively in the previous year. Nine cases involving 
9 persons were let olf with warning by the Divisional Forest Ofllcers. 

(h) Fire Protection {Forvis Nos. 14 and 16). 

25. Ih’otective measures were undertaken on the same lines as in 
])revious years, vix., clearing of lines, employment of patrols and early 
burning. Ti)e area under protection w\as 375,045 (375,007) acres. The 
cost of fire conservancy operation during the year was Es. 10,916 (Es. 9,934). 
There were 13 (53) cases of fire which burnt 211 (2,823) acres in the fire 
protected area. The ])erceutage oF success was 99 '9 (99 ’.2). No serious 
<lamuge w'as done to the growing stock. 

The Nepal and i^ikkim portions of the frontier fire lines were cleared as 
usual by the respective Durbars. The Darjeeling-Himalayan Eailway 
(^.omi)any cleared the fire trace above the Tista Valley Kailway line from 
(Heliekhola to Eiyang. 

(c) Regulation of gracing hy cattle {Forins Nos. 16 and 17). 

26. Two thousand four hundred and eighty-seven (2,486)* square miles 
of forests were entirely closed to grazing, 2 (2)* square miles were open to 
the grazing of all animals throughout the year, 164 (164) square miles were 
open throughout the year and 3 (3) square miles for part of the year to the 
grazing of non-browsers only. 

27. The number of cattle impounded during the year was 3,236 against 
2,275 of the previous year. The increase was due to greater vigilance on 
the part' of subordinate staff, 

28. The number of cattle stall-fed in the Darjeeling and Eurseong 
Divisions ys^as 232 (354), in addition, fores t-villagers and forest employees 
were permitted to stall-feed 59 (45) cattle within their respective compounds 
free of charge. 


•CJorreoted figures. 
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There were 9 (10) (xovenimeni hathans used for stall-feeding during the 
year. The average number of stall-fed (Mvttle occupying hailuins in the 
Darjeeling Division during the year was 223 (346). In addition monthly 
permits for collection of fodder for 906 (1,539) head of cattle were also 
issued during the year. Open grazing was (‘rmfined to the Singalila and 
Tonglu Kanges and to cattle belonging to Keveiiter's farms in Seiichal 
Pasture, 

(a) Injuries from natural causes and protectirt measures undertaken. 

29. Tlie damage done and measures undertaken whenever possible for 
the protection of forests against injuries from natural causes are described 
below : — 

{i) Inseels. — Oak (especially Sunfjre Katus) seeds were damaged by 
insects in Tonglu llange of the Darjeeling Division. Almost all kimhu 
{Morus laevigata) trees were attacked by a larva in Badamtam block of 
Darjeeling Uange. Specimens of insect-attacked kirnbu trees have been 
sent to the Forest Research Institute, Dehra Dun, for identification. 

(//) Borers and defoliaiars, — Dcfoliators^did a (‘ertain amount of damage 
to the idantations in Siikna and Sevoke Ranges and to the dry sal trees in 
the Moraghat Range of the »Jalpaiguri Division and in the Damanpur and 
Rajbhatkhawa Ranges of the Buxa Division. 

{Hi) Fungi. — A few' sal trees were found to have been attacked with 
Polgporu^ shorea in Ajialchand and Moraghat Ranges of the .Talpaiguri 
Division. 

A few' sal {Shorea rohusta) and lampate {Ihwhanga sonneratioules) trees 
of older ])lantation w'ere noticed dying due to attack of root fungi in Raj- 
bhatkhaw'a Range of the Buxa Division. 

{iv) Loranthus. — Almost all the older plantations were affected by 
lor.anthus. They w'ere cut out and burnt as far as pratdicable at the time 
of climber cutting and thinning. 

(c) Weeds. — Maling bamboos and aslielo {Ruhus s])]).) continued to be 
the enemy of older jdantations. Many of them w^ere weeded in the 
Darjeeling Division. Many trees in Tipper Tondu Range in the Jalpaiguri 
Division were badly infested with several sj)ecdes of climbers, viz., Spaiholo- 
bus, Vitis, etc. Invasion of assawlota {Eupatoriv m odoratum) was pjofuse 
wherever there was any opening in the canopy. Normal w'eedings in planta- 
tions were carried out. 

{vi) Clhnhers. — Climbers were cut in the usual way according to the 
prescriptions of the Working Plans with benefi(;ial effect. 

{vii) Wild animals . — Deer, bison, wild elephant, wild i)ig and monkey 
continued to damage younger plantations and forest villagers* crops as usual. 

{viii) EartJujuake. — None was reported. 

{Lt) Landslips . — The damage was not heavy. 

{x) Frost. — Frost did considpable damage to younger plantations in the 
Darjeeling and Kurseong Divisions. 

{xi) Snow . — Snowfall during the later part of the year did considerable 
damages to 1948 plantations of Tapkedara of Takdah Range in the Darjeeling 
Division. 

{xii) Hail . — A heavy shower of hail in the later part of the year did a 
considerable damage to the tender shoots of the •young seedlings in the 
Kurseong Division. 
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(j‘ui) Erosion . — No npp reliable damage was noticed during tlie year 
under rejwrt. 

(.rlr) Witul ond cyrlonr . — Heavy damages to the high forests and older 
plantations were caused in the Ihixa Division due to whirling cycdone during 
die year under report, specially in llajabliatkliuvva and Damaii[)ur Ranges. 
About 10,000 sal Irees were u])rooted.

Tn the 24-parganas Division of the Southern Circle golpafta (Nipa frufi- 
com) seeds were planted up as an experimental measure over an area of 
7 acres free of cost.

The de(*i‘ease under bamboos was due to less demand fioni tea gardens. 
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The increase under other kinds of produce was mainly due to the direc- 
torial manufacture of hhair in the Buxa Division.

The deficit during the year under report was due mainly to the depart- 
nieiitally inanufaclured khair (katha) to the estimated value of Rs. 1,58,400 
remaining undisposed of at the close of the year. 

88. Siliguri Saw Mill. — The mill continued to work satisfactorily during 
1948-40 in consideration of the fact that its working resulted in a net profit 
of Its. 1,00,098-3-9 against Rs. 3,33,408-2-9 in 1947-48, Rs. 2,43,210-12-11 
in 1946-47 and Rs. 2,55,878-10-8 in 1945-46. The decrease in profit was due 
to a less quantity of timber being available for sawing in the mill owing to 
diflRculty in obtaining railway trucks and consequent delay in extraction of 
logs. The cost of production went down from 13*78 annas per c.ft. in 1947-48 
to 12*75 annas per c.ft. in 1948-49.

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The mill was run as economically as possible and practically without any 

I ^rious breakdown. A total of 209,083 *88 c.ft. of logs were sawn against 
26,092 c.ft. in 194748. 

The total outturn of sawn timber was 161,733*13 c.ft. (171,085*19 c.ft.)

The percentage of wastage was 22*64 against 23*97 in 194748. The 
ecrease in wastage is reported to be due to the logs being sawn into all 
ossible utilisable sizes. 

s; The closing stock of sawn timber on tlie 31st March 1949 stood at 
p6,671*55 c.ft. (71,745*68 c.ft.). The increase in the closing stock is due to 
|he difficulties of railway transport of timber from Siliguri which was still 
jcontinuing. 

i A total of 191,392*8 c.ft. of round logs was issued to the mill for sawing 
against 245,884*6 c.ft. during 194748 and 10,037*37 c.ft. of round logs 
were sold for Rs. 16,919-1-7 against 14,859*91 c.ft. for Rs. 20,560-3 during 
194748. 

39. Extraction by purchasers.— (1) 77/// her and /wc/.— Timber and fuel 
coupes in the hills were sold at valuations based on estimated outturn and 
royalty rates. The existing system of disposal of timber to traders, tea 
gardens and other (Tovernment Departments continued to he done by ])ublie 
auction and private negotiations. Individual trees were also occasionally 
sold on ineasiiremeiit ac^cording to the standard schedule of rates. Fuel 
was sold on permits at sc.hediiled raters. The following statement summarises 
the year’s working results neglecting outstandings and end-of-year adjust-

(2) Minor 'produce , — Bamboos and other minor produce were sold to pur- 
chasers mostly Under permits at scheduled rates. Details of revenue received 
on the various items have been shown in Annual Form No. 20 for the year. 
The value of sales during the year amounted to Rs. 1,47,917 (Rs. 1,13,994). 

40. During the year under report grazing was provided for 85 buffaloes, 
2,040 cows and bullocks, 77 goats and sheep and 37 other animals. Pees 
received during the year was Rs. 16,711, vide Form No. 17.

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41. Rights and privileges«~T)iere were no rights over the reserved 
forests under management of this Direc'torate except some concessions that 
%.ere allowed to the Manager of the (lovernfjient Cinchona Plantations at 
Munsoug and Kong])o by the Kalimpong Division. The Manager was 
allowed the privilege of issuing free permits for forest produce reciuired for 
his plantations. 

The Khasmahal tenants were also allowed to enjoy the privilege of free 
supplies of leaf mould and grazing at concession rates which fetched a 
levenue of Rs. 0,195 against Rs. 4,510 in the previous year. The estimated 
royalty on grazing that would liave accrued if they were charged at full rate 
woiild have been Rs. 18,959 against Rs. 15,842 in the previous year. The 
difference, therefore, amounted to Rs. 12,Tt»4.

The I described auiilysis of the receipts iind expenditure shows that 
of the reeei])ts 89 (91-7) per cent, came from major produ(‘e, I *9 (2*1) jier 
cent, from minor prodiic.e, 9*5 (0:0) per cent, from grazing:, 8*0 (0*2) per 
cent, from misc.ellaiieous sources and 0*2 (0*0) ])er (‘ciit. went out as refunds, 
while of the exjiendilure 01*1 (20*4) ])er cent, was incurred on extraction, 
11*0 (0;8) per cent, on roads and buildingfs, 0*2 (0*2) per cent, on fire 
protection, 4*0 (4*0) per cent, on cultural operations, 2*4 (2*0) per cent, on 
live-stock, stores and ])lant, 0*2 (0*.l) per cent, on working; plans, 4*1 (8*9) 
per cent, on miscellaneous works, 4.')-0 (44*2) per cent, on administration, 
0*0 (0*8) per cent, on charg*es in Kng:land and 11*8 (24*7) per cent, on 
Special Develoinnent rrogrramme. 

40. The outstanding* jevenue at the close of the year amounted to 
Rs, 14,11,008 again.st Us. 18,84,881 at the beginning. 

47. The balance of timber, fuel, bamboos and other minor produce in 
stock at forest and sale depots and the value thereof are shown in Annual 
Forms Nos. 21 and 22. The net difference in favour oi the year was 
Rs. 16,04,047. 

48. Annual Form No. 24 which is an abstract of the value of live and 
dead stock shows a balance of Rs. 5,94,180 in favour of the year. 

40. The outstandings due by contractors and disbursers amounted to 
Rs. 19,944 at the commencement and Rs. 24,742 at the close of the year, 
vide Annual Form No. 27 for the year. 

CHAPTER VI— RESEARCH AND EXPERIMENTS. 
Silviculture. 

60. The yearns work was carried out in accordance witli the quinquennial 
programme sanctioned for the period April 1945 to March 1950, in the 
Darjeeling, Kiirseong, Kalimpong, Jalpaiguri and Buxa Divisions. Routine 
works were also carried out in the Experimental nursery-o?im-garden, two 
Sample plots and one Experi^^ental plot in the Midnapore Division. 
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Experimental Silviculture. 

51. {i) General. — Boutine obserTations and measurements were carried 
out in Experimental plots, 35 Sample plots, 2 Diameter Increment plots, 
8 Linner Sample plots, 6 Preservation plots and 3 Experimental nurseries and 
gardens. 

One Experimental plot and one Sample plot were newly laid out in the 
24-Pargana8 Division. One temporary Sauiide plot in 5-year old sal 
{Shorm robust^) copjjic.e in the private forests at Jhargram in the Midnapore 
IHvision was sub-divided into two sub-plots. 

(n) Natural Regeneration.— (A) Sal (Shorea mbusta) Experi- 

ments on tlie natural regeneration of sal (Shorea robusta) forests of various 
types were continued on the lines of the Eaiimip method and no new 
experimenls were undertaken during the year. Natural regeneration of sal 
(Shorea robusta)^ however, did not progress as satisfactorily as expected 
(jliiedy due to the set-back suh'ered by the Ex])erimental ])iots during the 
last Avar period. Consequently the plot.s have lost much of their value. 
Artificial regeneration of sol (Shorea rubusto) is now' a well established 
practice in this province and the necessity for the coutiniiation of these 
experijuents appeared doubtful. The matter is inider c*onsideration. 

In the Divisional Ex])erimental [dots on the natural and natural-c///u.- 
urtificial regeneration of sol (Shorea robvsio) cultural operations like (‘lean- 
ing, cliinher cutting and burning Avere (*arried out. At Uuimatoug iu the 
Huxa Division, natural regeneration of sal (Shorea robvsio) has become 
fully established, in ])atche8 though, and the uverAAood has been completely 
removed. The stocking and growth of the })lants are reported to be 
Nulisfactory. ^ 

(D) Hive rain forests . — No experiments are now* in progress in this type 
/)f forests. 

((') Tiffol foresU . — The progress of recruitment and rate of growth of 
littoral species, mostly white bean (Avicennia alba) and fjora/n (Cerlops 
ro.rbvrijhuma) with a sprinkling of gengwa (Kxcaecaria aoallocJia) conti- 
nued to be studied in a 10-acre Experimental plot at Alam])ur in the 
Midnapore Division. This year’s enumeration shows an increase in the 
recruitment of the species mentioned. 

An area of about 529 acres of tidal flats at Alampur was protected 
against damage from njen and cattle and seeds of goran (Ceriops 
Toxburghimia), passur (fJa/ro/pa Tnoluccensis) , dhundal (Carapa obovat^)^ 
garjan (Hhizophora conjugata), haen (Avicennia alba and A. viarina) and 
f/nlpotta (Nijfa fruticans) were sown there. Most of these species did well 
along the banks of creeks (khals) but very poorly in the interior. Golpatta 
(N'ipa frvficcms) seeds did not, howeA'er, germinate by the end of the year. 
Generally speaking the reafforestation of the tidal flats bids fair to succeed, 
provided more ami fresh seeds are used for the pur])ose and protection from 
men and cattle is rigidly enforced. 

At Sajnakhali in the 24-rargana8 Division experiments were carried out 
to find out if blanks in the tidal forests could be restocked by broadcasting 
seeds of goran (Ceriops roxbvrghiana), passur (Carapa moluecensis), dhundal 
(Carapa abovata) and garjan (Rhizophora conjugata). The results have 
not been successful. 

One sample plot in the same division at Bagna was laid out to determine 
the volume increment and development of a thinned crop of keora 
(Sonneratia apetala).

(m) Assisted Naturel Regeneration! — Coppice regeneration was supple* 
mented by broadcasting seeds of various fast-growing miscellaneous species 
{mainly fuel spp.) followed by rains weeding, in the fuel coupes of the^uxa 
Division. Timely and intensive cleaning, where carried out, produced 
satisfactory results. 

Natural regeneration of various spp., such as ladam (Anthocephaluj 
indicus)^ malata (Macaranga denticulata)^ sir is (Albizzia spp.), etc., was 
assisted with the artificial regeneration of jarvl {JAigersiromia flos-regin(e) , 
ml ^horea rohusta), sissoo {Dalbergici sissoo), etc., in the fuel coupes of 
the l3holka Range, Buxa Division. 

{iv) Se^Si — ^There was profuse seeding of sal (S/iorea rohusia) and most 
other species during the year under report. Territorial Divisional Forest 
Otficers made direct arrangements amongst themselves for the collection and 
supply of seeds of indigenous specues. Seeds of many valuable species were 
imported from Burma and other provinces while seeds of various local species 
w^ere supplied to other provinces and the Forest Research Instituie, Dehra 
Dun, through the agency of the Silviculturist. 

Germination tests were carried out in the various Silvicultural 
Nurseries. 

The flowering of Bambusa tulda (tarabans)^ Bamhusa halcoaa 
{chainpati bans) and Bambvsa arundiTUicea early in March 1&49 was 
reported from the Midnapore Division. 

(r) Nursery and Garden Work* — ^Routine tests were carried out in the 
three Silvicultural nurseries and gardens at Takdah, Sukna and Arabari. 

(rt) Artificial Regeneration. — (A) West plains sal (Shorea rohusta) 
forests {Bastern Terai type), — (1) The growth of sal (Shorea rohmta) in the 
plantations specially on w’ell-draincd soil was on the whole satisfactory. 

Loranthns (‘ontinued 1o infest the older sal (Shorea rubvsta) plantations 
of the Jalpuiguri, Kurseong and Buxa Divisions. The sal root fungus 
(Poh/porus shoreac) was noticed, especially in the moist type of forests. 

(2) Jarul (Lagerstrojnia ftos-regiim) continued to be the best timber 
species for restocking low Iving areas and teak (Tcctona grand is) continued 
to be raised with success, though on a small scale, in the drier types of sal 
(Shorea robust a) forests. 

(3) Softwood species, viz., pitali (Trewia nudiflora), simal (Bomhax 
malabaricum) in admixture with lahasime (Ainoora rohitvka) as an 
auxiliary species on comparatively well-drained soil and kadain (Anthoce- 
phalus indicus) on poorly drained soil continued to be raised successfully in 
the Buxa Division for restocking w^et mixed sal (Shorea rohusta) forests of 
extremely poor quality. 

(B) Upper, middle and, lower hill forests of the Parjeeling district . — 
(a) Upper Hill Forest (6,000' to 8,000' altitude). — The grow’-th and condition 
of exotic species planted at Ramam and Samanden in the Singalila Range, 
Darjeeling Division, viz.. Thuja pUcata, Binus laricio, Cupressus 
cashmerianOj Pinus pa tula, Finns excelsa, Cupressus iorulosa, Finus 
sytvestris, Finus morinda and Larix leptolepis were promising. The growth 
of Cedrus deodara, Abies spp., Pseudotsuga dmigheri w’as not satisfactory. 

Cupressus spp. planted in 1939 plantation at Batasi wore doing very 
well. 

2 
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Stump planting oi phalant (Q. arupate {Prunus nepalensis), 

kapasi (Acer cmnpbellii) and kawta (Machilus spp.) done during April 1948 
in the plantations of 1945, 1946 and 1947 in the Senchal Ilange, showed 
promising results. 

In experiments on copj)ice and artificial regeneration of mixed species 
in a locality subject to frost, Quhrcus lameltosa, Qvercus liTieata, Betula 
alnoides and Eriobotrya petiolata were doing well, whereas Michelia 
exciha survived in an unhealthy condition. 

(6) Middle Hill Forests (3,0(K)' to 6,000' altitude). — Quercus lamellomf 
Quercus lineaia, Quercvs semiserrata^ Michelia exceha, Acer campbelUiy 
Machilus spp., and Cedrela fehrifuga sown direct in broken terraces did 
very well. 

(c) Lower Hill Forests (500' to 0,000' altitude). — Tectona grandis, 
Artocarpus chaplasha, Lagerstromia flos-reginw, Ailanihus grandis^ Morus 
laevigata continued to be raised in plantations in the Tista Valley with 
good results. The epicormic branches of teak were still persistent and 
attack of leaf-defoliators was common. 

(vii) Raclflmation and Afforastation, — (a) Dolapchen slip and Develop^- 
went area at an elevation of 4,(H)(y to 5^006' in the KnUrnpong Ih vision . — 
Tung (Aleurites spp.), Cupressus cashmeriana^ via lata (Macaranga 
jmsiulata), tapche kawla (Machilus yoanmiieana) and niuli bamboos 
(Melocanna harnbnsoides) were doing well. 

(h) Afforestation of waste lands in the Nadia Uistrivt {(^entral IHvision). 
— Eestocking was continued on a larger scale with sowings of fast growing 
firewood Ri)p. in admixture with suitable timber species. Of the firewood 
species minjiri (Ca^s'ia siamea) and babul (Acacia spp.) gave satisfactory 
results while jam (Eugenia jambolana) and siris (alhizzia spp.) 
exhibited indifferent results. Of the timber species teak (Tectona grandis) 
and sissoo (Dalbergia sissoo) did well, but mahogany (Swietenia vuihogoni) , 
iimal (ihmbax malabaricum) and toon (Cedrela fehrifuga) did not do as 
well as expected. 

(c) Afforestatimi of waste lands in the Midnapore tHvision. — At Arabari 
experimental plantation was continued on a larger scale this year. Of the 
firewood species that were tried, viz., siris (Alhizzia spp.), viinjiri (Cassia 
siamea), ahasinoni (Acacia 'tnoriiliformis), rain tree (Enterolohium saman), 
Madras thorn (Pithecolohium dulce), radhachura (Pcltophorum 
ferruf^neum) and babul (Acacia spp.) the successful species were siris 
(Alhizzia spp.), minjiri (Cassia simnea), Madras thorn (Pithecolohium 
dulce), and alcasmoni (Acacia moniliformis). Among the timber species 
gamar (Gmclina arboreal) thrived best while piasal (Pterocarpus marsupium), 
jarvl (Lagerstromia fios-reginw) jntali (Trewia nudiflora), teak (Tectona 
grandis), sissoo (Dalbergia sissoo), rosewood (Dalbergia lati folia), simal (Bom- 
box malabaricum), hanju (Holoptelea integrifolia) and arjun (Terminalia 
arjuna) did fairly well. Of the miscellaneous species the growth of Cashew 
nut (Anacardium occidentale) was most remarkable ; trials were also made with 
mahua (Bassia latifoUa), tamarind (Tamarindus indica), neem (Azadirachta 
tndica), soapnut (sapindus emarginatus) , hahera (Terminalia belerica) and 
kusum (Schleichera trijuga). The plantation was protected by a cattle- 
proof trench. Inside the area contour trenches were dug to hold up rain 
water. Sabai and napier grasses were grown successfully in addition to 
field crops such as maize, ground nut, arahar, jute and cotton. A miniature 
replica of the Arabari experimental plantations was started at Lalgarh 
where the soil being less eroded the growth of all the species, particularly of 
Cassia siamea and Acacia moniliformis, was exceptionally good.

(d) Afforestation of semi^consolidated sand dunes at Digha on the sea- 
beach in the Midnapore Division. — Casun/rina cquisetifolia, Acacia monili- 
formis and Anacardi/um ocddentaU continued to be planted with success on 
the almost pure sand hills. 

(viii) Thinning. — Thinnings in plantations and high forest were carried 
out according to the programme prescribed in the current Working Plans. 

Sample plots were thinned as necessary in accordance with the Silvi- 
cultural programme. 

{iit) Mixtures in plantations. — Mixed plantations were raised in the 
various Divisions in accordance wuth the prescriptions of the current Work- 
ing Plans. 

(.r) Under Planting.— Nil. 

(.ri) Miscellaneous. — (a) Eaperimevtal c^iltivation of wattle for Uin-harh 
— Acacia deevrrens, var. rnollis.nma was tried at Raman and Takdah in the 
Darjeeling Division, at Ptiiengaon and Kalimpoiig in the Kalimpoiig 
Division and at Malialdaram in the Kurseong Division. The growth was 
satisfactory at Takdah, Paieugaon and Mahaldaram. The experiments are 
to be continued. 

(h) Prt\servation of Natural Flora . — The existing Preservation plots were 
maintained and observations recorded. 

(c) Forest Botany. — Specimens of plants of doubtful identity were sent to 
the Superintendent, Royal Botanic Garden, Sibpur, for identification. 

(d) Forest Entomology. — Nil. 

(e) Forest publicity. — Enlightenment of the general public on the uti- 
lity of forests and their eftect on climate, rainfall, flood and soil erosion 
was carried out. Free distribution of more than a lakh of seedlings from 
different forest nurseries was made to the public with a view to encouraging 
the villagers to grow more trees. 

(/) Publications, — The * ‘Nursery and Plantation Notes for BengaP^ 4th 
Edition (1935), which was sent to the Press for reprinting was not received 
during the year under report. 

(//) Statistics. — Records of all measurements of Silvicultural plots carried 
out during the year and requiring computation of volume figures and 
analysis were sent to the Central Silviculturist, Forest Research Institute, 
Dehra Dun, as usual. Copies of notes and observations on Experimental 
plots were also sent to him. 

Statistical measurements and observations were made in 84 out of the 
existing 242 Scientific plots during the year under report. 

(h) Miscelhncous. — There were 115 General Ledger files, 145 Specific 
Ledger files, 213 General Photo files and 321 Specific Photo files at the close 
of the year. 

New books and publications numbering 62 were added to the Silvicul- 
turist’s Library during the year. 

2. Working Plans. 

52. Sanction of the Government to the Fifth Working Plan for the 
Buxa Division was received during the year. 

The Fifth Working Plan for the Jalpaiguri Division was also sanctioned 
during the year. 

The draft of the Fifth Working Plan for the Kalimpong Division was 
revised and submitted to Government for sanction. 
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The draft of the First Working Plan for the 24-PargaBas Division was 
completed during the year. 

Field works for the revision of the Working Plan for the Darjeeling 
Division were taken up, hut progress was not up to expectation due to 
shortage of stafi. 

To expedite the printing of the sanctioned plans it was agreed to accept 
them in the size Koyal 8vo. in place of Super Royal 8vo. originally asked 
for. The Fifth Working Plan for the Jalpaiguri Division was printed 
accordingly and copies were issued to all concerned. 

The draft Working Plan Manual was still under consideration. Routine 
checking of control forms was carried put as usual. 


3. Utilisation. 

'^>3. The ITtilisation Division had a very Imsy time during the year 
under report. Orders for timber of a total value of Rs. 46,29,374 were 
secured by this Division and a sum of Rs. 17,15,414 was realised during 
the year by the territorial divisions on timbers actually su])plied. The Rail- 
way Board granied a letter of credit for Rs. 11,96,570 in favour of the 
Divisional Forest Officer, Iltilisation Division, for paying up prices of 
sleepers to be supplied during the year. 

I'he position regarding railway movement of timbers prodiu^ed on orders 
from Central Government continued to be unsatisfactory as shown in the 
statement given below : —

The Utilisation Division continued to function as a liaison organisation 
to’’ the Forest Directorate of West Bengal in the matter of sleeper supplies 
to tJie Railways.

The Forest Utilisation Officer also acts as a liaison officer for this 
province in matters of investigations and research work by the Forest 
Resjjarch Institute, Dehra Dun, on timbers and other forest products for 
testing their suitability for various industries. 

The (control of movement of timber by rail continued to be one of the 
important activities of the Division. 

The organisation of a Forest Products Section in the existing Govern- 
ment Industrial Museum in Calcutta was under the consideration of the 
Directorate of Industries, West Bengal. 

A Minor Forest Produce Branch of this Division was opened towards the 
end of the year. 
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A report on tanning tests on hliair {Acacia catechuoides) wood, sonalu 
{Cassia fistula) and gengwa {Excaeca/ria agallocha) barks was received 
during the year from the Superintendent, Bengal Tanning Industries. The 
results obtained were not encouraging.

600 was paid during the year for killing three tigers in 
the 24-ParganaB Division. 

69. Shooting and Fishing Associations and Came Federation} West 

Bengali — A notice was issued terminating the existing licenses with the 
Associations and the club in the Northern Circle on the 31 st March 1949, 
but the order was kept in abeyance by Government. 

70. General notOi — The timber trade of the State did not appear to be 
fl(furishing due to booking restriction and customs barrier and acute shortage 
of railway wagons. In consequence a huge stock accumulated in the pur- 
chasers' depots in North Bengal. The sale of dry and selection coupes had 
to be j)Ostponed during the year in the Buxa Division. Some relief was felt 
by the purchasers in disposing of a portion of timber to the Assam Rail Link 
Project *and some to the local tea gardens. Price of firewood went very high 
(nearly 400 per cent.) and the necessity of bringing the prices under control 
was very keenly felt. Departmental Bupjily to the local tea gardens had ta 
be started with the help of the departmental trucks, as a result of which 
price came down to normal. 

Darjeeling continued to be full of seasonal visitors and displaced persons. 
Consequently, the demand for charcoal continued to be abnormally high 
throughout the year. Departmental charcoal operations were continued 
during the year and with the co-operation of the Kurseoug Division the 
requirement of the town was met in full. 

71. The writer of this report records here bis ai)preciiation of the services 
of officers and subordinates of all ranks for their ungrudging efforts needed 
by the times.
